Superintendent  of  Schools 


Holden,  Massachusetts, 

January  1,  1917. 


To  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Oakham  : 

I  submit  herewith  my  fourth  annual  report  as  superin¬ 
tendent  of  schools. 

During  the  past  year  the  work  in  all  the  schools  has 
progressed  smoothly  with  little  interruption.  Oakham  i». 
fortunate  to  be  free  from  the  constant  changing  of  teach¬ 
ers,  which  breaks  up  the  work  in  many  small  towns. 

During  the  year  a  new  series  of  arithmetics  was  pur¬ 
chased.  It  is  hoped  that  this  series  will  prove  more  prac¬ 
tical  than  the  ones  formerly  used.  There  has  also  been 
a  partial  change  in  the  textbooks  used  for  geography  and 
history.  Next  year  new  spelling  books,  elementary  lan¬ 
guage  books,  and  physiologies  should  be  purchased. 

Most  of  the  school  buildings  are  in  good  condition. 
The  most  serious  needs  are  new  outbuildings  for  the* 
South  Schoolhouse  and  new  floors  in  both  rooms  in  the 
Center  Schoolhouse. 

Last  spring  the  school  year  was  increased  to  34  week*. 
It  would  improve  the  work  of  the  schools  to  increase  the 
year  to  36  weeks  by  shortening  the  spring  vacation.  The 
present  long  vacation  makes  a  break  in  the  work  of  the 
year,  similar  to  that  caused  by  the  summer  vacation. 


The  law  requiring'  the  town  to  furnish  transporta¬ 
tion  for  its  pupils  attending  high  school  in  other  towns 
has  increased  the  cost  of  education  in  Oakham.  Under 
the  present  law  the  town  is  required  to  bear  the  entire 
expense  of  high  school  transportation  if  it  has  expended 
less  than  $4.00  per  $1,000.00  valuation  from  the  proceeds 
of  local  taxation  for  the  support  of  schools  during  the 
preceding  year.  If  the  town  has  expended  over  $4.00  but 
under  $5.00  per  $1,000.00,  the  state  will  reimburse  the 
town  for  one-half  the  cost  of  such  transportation,  and  if 
the  town  has  expended  over  $5.00,  the  state  will  reimburse 
the  town  for  the  entire  cost.  In  1912,  Oakham  expended 
$3.11  per  $1,000;  in  1913,  $5.25;  in  1914,  $6.58;  in  1915, 
$3.80;  and  in  1910,  over  $5.00. 


According  to  the  law  the  town  will  be  reimbursed  in 
full  for  the  cost  of  high  school  transportation  in  the  school 
years  1914-15,  1915-16,  and  1917-18,  but  will  receive  no 
reimbursement  for  the  school  years  1913-14,  and  1910-17. 
It  will  therefore  be  necessary  for  the  town  to  make  an 
appropriation  to  cover  the  entire  expense  of  transporta¬ 
tion  for  1  he  town  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1917. 
During  the  year  1917,  the  town  will  probably  expend 
over  $5.09  per  $1,000  for  the  support  of  schools,  but  in 
1938  there  is  danger  that  the  expenditure  will  again  fall 
below  $4.00  and  so  force  the  town  to  bear  the  entire  cost 
of  high  school  transportation  for  the  following  school 
year,  1919-20. 


The  large  enrollment  in  the  Center  Primary  School,  to¬ 
gether  with  the  small  enrollment  in  the  Grammar  School, 
has  made  it  necessary  to  transfer  the  fifth  grade  to  the 
Grammar  School  this  year. 
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As  is  shown  in  the  table  of  statistics  there  lias  been  a 
much  smaller  enrollment  in  the  schools  this  fall.  The 
Ooldbrook  School  has  had  the  best  attendance  record  of 
all  the  schools  in  this  district.

Care  is  taken  that  the  voice  is  not  injured,  and  me 
pupil  is  taught  to  so  place  the  tone  as  to  establish  the 
habit  of  using  the  mellow,  head-tone,  which  is  the  charm 
and  the  safe  guard  of  children’s  singing. 

Attention  is  given  to  individual  work,  each  pupil  is 
trained  to  rely  on  himself,  to  become  an  independent 
thinker  and  doer.

This  work  not  only  affords  excellent  training  for  the  in¬ 
dividual  child,  bul  also  aids  greatly  in  raising  the  stand- 
aid  of  the  class.

Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts

To  either  of  the  Constables  of  the  Town  of  Oakham ,  in 
the  County  of  Worcester — 


GREETING. 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
you  are  required  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of 
the  Town  of  Oakham  qualified  to  vote  in  elections  and  in 
town  affairs,  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall,  known  as  “Memo¬ 
rial  Hall,”  on  Monday,  the  fifth  day  of  February  next, 
at  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  then  and  there  to  act  on 
the  following  articles : 

Article  1st.  To  choose  a  moderator  to  preside  at  all 
town  meetings,  except  for  the  election  of  State  Officers, 
during  the  coming  year. 

Article  2nd.  To  hear  the  annual  report  of  the  several 
town  officers,  and  act  thereon. 

Article  3rd.  To  choose  one  Selectmen,  one  Assessor, 
one  Overseer  of  Poor,  one  School  Committee,  one  Library 
Trustee,  one  Cemetery  Committee  for  three  years.  Col¬ 
lector  of  Taxes,  Treasurer,  Auditor,  Tree  Warden,  High¬ 
way  Surveyor,  thiee  Fence  Viewers,  six  Constables,  also 
to  vote  “YES”  01-  “NO”  in  answer  to  the  question:  “Shall 
license  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  be  granted  in 
this  town?”  all  on  one  ballot.  The  polls  will  be  opened 
at  ten  o’clock  in  .the  forenoon  and  may  be  closed  at  two 
o’clock  in  the  afternoon. 
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Article  4th.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  and

committees  for  the  ensuing  year,  not  required  to  be  elected 
by  ballot. 

Article  5th.  To  see  what  compensation  the  town  will 
allow  the  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Collector,  Auditor  and 
Constables  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  6tli.  To  see  what  compensation  the  town  will 
allow  for  men  and  teams  in  repairing  highways  and  open¬ 
ing  roads  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  7th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appro¬ 
priate  a  sum  of  money  to  bond  their  Treasurer  and  Col¬ 
lector. 

Article  8th.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be

necessary  to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year, 
and  make  appropriation  for  the  same. 

Article  9th.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  relief  of  poor  and  needy 
soldiers,  as  required  under  Chapter  79,  Section  18,  of  the 
Revised  Laws. 

Article  10th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the 
Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  bor¬ 
row  during  the  current  financial  year,  in  anticipation 
of  the  revenue  of  said  year,  such  sums  of  money  as  may 
be  necessary  for  t lie  current  expenses  of  the  town,  giving 
the  note  or  notes  of  the  town  therefor,  payable  within 
one  year  from  date  of  note  therefor,  these  notes  to  be 
paid  from  the  revenue  of  said  financial  year. 

Article  11th .  To  see  if  the  town  will  appoint  some 
person  as  agent,  to  prosecute  and  defend  all  suits  that  may 
be  brought  for  or  against  the  town  in  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  12th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  employ  some  per¬ 
son  or  persons  to  care  for  the  Town  Ball,  Town  Clock

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and  Library  Pudding  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  13th.  To  see  what  sum  the  town  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  suppression  of  the  brown  tail  moth. 

Article  14th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appro¬ 
priate  a  sum  of  money  to  light  the  street  lights  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

Article  15th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  insure 
their  employees,  and  make  an  appropriation  for  the  same, 
or  pass  any  vote  relative  thereto. 

Article  16th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  Chapter 
293,  General  Acts  of  1916.  An  act  to  authorize  the  licens¬ 
ing  by  cities  and  towns  of  motor  vehicles  carrying  pas¬ 
sengers  for  hire. 

Amide  17tk.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  Chapter 
59,  General  Acts  1916.  An  act  relative  to#the  holding  of 
annual  town  meetings. 

Article  18th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  Chapter 
153,  General  Acts  of  1916.  An  act  relative  to  the  license 
fee  for  slaughter  houses  in  towns  having  less  than  ten 
thousand  inhabitants. 

Article  19th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  Chapter 
210,  Sec  lion  1,  General  Acts  of  1916.  An  act  relative  to 
the  hours  of  labor  of  public  employees  and  persons  em¬ 
ployed  on  public  works. 

Article  20th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appro¬ 
priate  a  certain  sum  of  money  to  install  a  lighting  system 
in  the  Town  Hall,  or  pass  any  vote  relative  thereto.
